♦    APPKOPRIATIONS. 

I  have  made  estimates  for  appropriations  based  upon  the 
necessary  expenditures  for  the  last  two  years,  which  I  hope 
will  not  be  reduced,  unless  the  State's  annual  obligations 
are  lowered,  as  there  is  no  economy  in  having  to  provide 
for  deficiencies.  The  appropriation  for  printing  and  ad- 
vertising was  practically  exhausted  eight  months  ago,  and  the 
contractor  did  the  printing  for  the  State,  and  a  large  number 
of  papers  published  election  and  other  notices,  while  this  office 
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wa8  left  without  authority  to  issue  warrants  for  the  legal  and 
proper  compensation.  It  is  the  same  regarding  the  compensa- 
tion of  Assessors  and  Collectors,  who  having  legal  claims 
against  the  State  are  compelled  to  wait,  and  at  times  discount 
their  claims  for  work  promptly  and  efficiently  given.  Appro- 
priations should  be  made  commensurate  with  the  obligations 
to  be  met. 

DEFICIENCIES. 

The  estimate  of  appropriations  required  to  cover  deficiencies 
s  as  follows : 

Contingent  Expenses  of  Capitol $1,000  00 

Expenses   Collection  of  Revenue 10,000  00 

Maintenance  of  Lunatics 10,000  00 

General  Printing  and  Advertising 14,000  00 

It  is  proper  to  state  ia  this  connection  that  the  old  law, 
which  gave  no  just  compensation  for  advertising,  &o.,  was 
changed  by  the  last  Legislature,  and  what  was  deemed  a  rea- 
sonable allowance  given,  but  the  appropriation  was  made  upon 
the  basis  of  the  old  law,  and  of  course  left  a  deficiency.  It  was 
the  same  regarding  the  collection  of  revenue.  The  Legislature 
increased  the  compensation  of  Assessors  and  Collectors,  but 
did  not  increase   the  appropriation  in  a  proportionate  degree. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  appropriation  bill  to  cover  these 
deficiencies  will  receive  early  attention. 

Florida's  financial  condition. 

The  financial  condition  of  our  State  is  in  some  respects  a 
source  of  congratulation.  On  January  the  Ist,  lo^,  we  had  a 
bonded  and  floating  indebtedness  of  $1,656,564.64,  with  only 
some  $31,000,000  of  taxable  resources. 

We  have  to-day,  with  our  taxable  resources  increased  over 
three  fold,  only  $359,000  of  State  bonds  in  the  hands  of  in- 
dividuaU — thf  remaining  portion  issued,  as  shown  elsewhere  in 
this  report,  being  in  our  Sinking  Fund,  or  in  Educational 
Funds.  This  sum  is  insignificant  when  mentioned  in  connection 
with  our  great  and  growing  resources. 

Owing,  however,  to  the  increased  expenditures,  necessitated 
to  some  extent  by  the  demands  of  the  present  Constitution,  we 
are  carrying,  including  the  $100,000.00  borrowed  by  authority 
of  the  last  Legislature,  and  the  $35,000  asked  for  to  cover  de- 
ficiencies in  former  appropriations,  what  may  be  termed  a  float- 
ing indebtedness  of  $186,000.00.  As  the  present  Constitution 
provides  no  means  of  funding  this  indebtedness,  it  creates  a 
temporary  inconvenience,  for  which  the  Legislature  must  pro- 
vide a  remedy. 

Two  remedies  suggest  themselves.  Let  the  Legislature  au- 
thorize the  borrowinor  of  sufficient  amounts  to  relieve  the  tem^ 


porary  pressure,  and  then  provide  for  the  funding  of  whatever 
may  be  due  at  the  close  of  the  Legislature  of  1893,  by  submitting 
to  the  people  a  constitutional  amendment  to  that  eflect. 

Of  course,  if  the  Indian  vVar  Claim,  or  other  anticipated  re- 
sources, be  secured  in  the  meantime,  there  will  be  no  indebted- 
ness to  fund,  but  it  is  the  part  of  prudence  to  secure  the  au- 
thority at  the  next  general  election. 

By  such  means,  this  temporary  inconvenience  in  our  finances 
will  be  relieved,  and  the  people  not  feel  any  increased  burthen. 

The  only  other  remedy  would  be  the  levying  of  an  increased 
tax  to  meet  the  emergency.  This  I  cannot  recommend,  as 
taxes  are  already  too  high,  and  should  be  reduced. 

If  we  desire  to  avoid  an  era  of  high  taxation  and  increased 
indebtedness,  extraneous  appropriations  must  be  eliminated, 
and  steps  at  once  taken,  to  render  less  expensive  the  machine- 
ry of  both  State  and  county  governmentg. 

RATE    OF   taxation. 

At  a  time  when  the  people  are  bearing  the  heaviest  burthens 
of  indirect  taxation,  resulting  from  Federal  legislation,  ever 
experienced  in  the  history  of  this  country,  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  State  and  local  authorities  to  furnish  all  the  relief  possible  . 
by  a  most  rigid  economy.  Not  an  economy  that  would  imperil 
vigor  in  administration,  or  that  would  sacrifice  or  retard  the 
material  development  and  progress  of  the  State,  but  an  econ- 
omy that  will  curtail  extraneous  appropriations  and  secure  a 
lower  rate  of  taxation^  as  a  relief  to  the  people  and  a  strong  in- 
centive to  immigration. 

If  the  Legislature  confines  the  appropriations  to  those  enu- 
merated, and  concurs  in  the  suggestions  made  regarding  the 
funding  of  present  obligations,  the  rate  of  State  taxation  can 
be  reduced  to  4  mills.  With  State  taxes  increased  2^  mills 
and  county  taxes  largely  increased,  all  in  the  last  few  years,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  increase  in  municipal  taxation,  it  is  not  sur- 
prising that  taxpayers  are  complaining.  High  taxes  are  the 
fruitful   source  ot  underyaluation. 

Reduction  of  taxation  is  not  only  good  in  theory  but  better 
in  practice. 

THE    CONTRAST,      1884 — 1890. 

On  January  1st,  1884,  the  State  tax  was  reduced  to  the  low- 
est point  that  it  has  reached  since  reconstruction — the  tax  that 
year  being  3  mills  for  general  revenue  or  State  tax  proper,  and 
1  mill  as  the  constitutional  school  tax.  The  Constitutional 
Convention  met  in  1885,  and  since  that  period  the  expenditures 
upon  the  part  of  the  State  have  been  constantly  increasing. 
This  increase  accumulated  so  rapidly  that  my  predecessor  in  his 
report  for  the  fiscal  year  1888,  felt  compelled  to  recommend  an 
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increase  of  taxation,  as  the  only  means  of  preventing  the  State 
from  being  "  forced  to  scrip." 

While  there  was  a  balance  on  account  of  general  revenue  ol 
$33,053.59,  reported  on  December  31st,  1888,  yet,  the  next 
day,  to-wit:  The  Ist  day  of  January,  1889,  there  was  due  on 
account  of  interest,  and  last  quarter  salaries  of  Executive  and 
Judicial  Departments,  the  sum  of  $56,640.53 — leaving  a  defi- 
ciency in  general  revenue  (beyond  any  amounts  that  may  have 
been  carried)  of  $23,586.94  that  confronted  your  administra- 
tion in  its  incipiency. 

An  increase  of  taxation  was  resorted  to,  in  order  to  meet  the 
increased  expenditures,  and  as  this  increase  is  supposed  by 
many,  to  result  largely  from  the  increased  expenses,  in  the  Ex- 
ecutive, Judicial  and  Legislative  Departments  of  the  Govern- 
ment, I  deem  it  proper  to  call  attention  to  the  true  sources  of 
these  augmented  expenditures.  I  have  selected  the  year  1884, 
being  the  last  year  prior  to  the  holding  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, and  1890,  the  last  fiscal  year,  for  this  purpose.  Inter- 
est upon  the  State  debt  is  excluded  from  the  calculation  for 
each  year,  for  it  is  paid  not  on  warrants,  but  on  coupons,  by 
the  State  Treasurer. 

The  expenditures  for  1884,  including  warrants,  issued 
against  the  School  and  Seminary  fund,  and  deficiencies  for  the 
year,  amounted  to  $282,131.94. 

The  expenditures  for  1890,  including  the  same  items, 
amounted  to  $631,574  35. 

This  shows  an  increased  expenditure  for  1890  over  1884  of 
$349,442  41. 

In  a  word,  the  expenditures  for  1890  were  over  twice  as 
much  as  they  were  in  1884. 

An  examination  develops  the  fact,  however,  that  this  large 
increase  does  not  come  from  the  several  departments  of  the 
State  Government. 

For  instance,  the  salaries  in  the  Executive  Department  cost 
in  1884,  $19,400,  and  in  1890,  $20,406. 

The  salaries  of  the  Judicial  Department  cost  in  1884, 
$32,968  20,  and  in  1890,  $32,943  72. 

Legislative  expenses,  including  legislative  printing,  in  1881, 
amounted  to  $68,870  36;  1883,  $64,622  66,  and  in  1889,  (the 
last  Legislature)  $67,252  61  So  the  great  increase  in  the 
State's  expenditures  cannot  be  found,  as  is  frequently  supposed, 
in  what  are  termed  the  executive,  judicial  and  legislative  costs 
of  the  government.  They  emanate  from  other  appropriations, 
as  the  following  comparison  of  a  few  leading  sources  of  expen- 
diture will  show.  The  contrast  may  furnish  some  information 
of  value  to  the  Legislature.

Here  av  Ff^^f^Ti  itpras,  showing  an  increase  of  $240,197  03  per 
annum  or  neany  as  much  as  the  entire  amount  of  warrants 
issued  'in  1884.  Add  to  this  increase  the  large  number  of  ex- 
traneous appropriations  made  during  the  last  few  years  and  we 
readily  see  the  cause  of  our  present  financial  condition. 

By  Chapter  3853,  Laws  of  Florida,  the  pay  of  jurors 
in  the  Circuit  Courts,  County  Criminal  Court  of  Record 
and  County  Court  was  increased  from  $1  25  to  $2  per  day. 
This  change  in  the  law  added  about  $40,000  for  the  year  1890,  to 
the  expenses  of  the  State  for  jurors  and  witnesses. 

But  the  greatest  increase  of  expenditures  in  1890,  consists  in 
the  item  of  "Criminal  Prosecutions,"  which  arise  under  Section 
9  of  Article  XVI,  of  the  Constitution  of  1885.  These  expenses 
are  constantly  increasing,  and  it  is  impossible  for  depart  ments 
at  the  Capitol  to  give  them  that  intelligent  consideration  which 
was  exercised  by  local  authorities,  composed  of  persons  "amil- 
iar  with  local  afiairs,  and  acquainted  with  the  circumstance  s 
and  the  origin  of  each  claim.  Local  self  government  has  al- 
ways proven  the  most  economical  and  satisfactory. 

These  expenditures  increased  from  $42,541.51   in   1888,    to 
$66,875.74  in  1S89,  and  to  $72,482.97  in  1890,  and  a  continued 
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annual  increase  may  be  looked  for.  Under  the  old  Constitu- 
tion the  expenses  i'or  criminal  prosecutions  were  borne  by  the 
counties,  and  did  not  become  a  charge  against  the  State.  They 
were  presumably  placed  upon  the  State,  in  the  present 
Constitution,  with  the  hope  and  expectation  that  county  taxa- 
tion would  be  to  that  extent  reduced.  This  hope,  however, 
has  not  been  realized,  as  the  average  rate  of  county  taxation 
was  less  in  1884,  when  the  counties  paid  the  expenses  of  their 
own  criminal  prosecutions,  than  it  was  in  1890,  when  the  State 
bore  the  burthen. 

In  1884  when  the  State  was  divided  into  39  divisions  or 
counties,  the  rate  of  taxation  levied  tor  county  purposes  in  the 
several  counties  when  added  together  aggregated  346|  mills. 
In  1890,  the  same  territory,  divided  into  45  divisions  or  coun- 
ties, levied  an  aggregated  tax  rate  of  468f — an  increase  of 
12^  mills. 

REVENUE    LAWS. 

The  State  has  been  going  through  the  unseemly  process  of 
assessing  and  selling  for  taxes,  lands  that  belonged  to  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  School,  Seminary,  Internal  Improve- 
ment and  Swamp  lands.  Steps  have  been  taken  to  remedy 
this  unfortunate  practice. 

Through  the  active  assistance  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agri- 
culture, this  office  will  be  able  to  place  in  the  hands  of  every 
Assessor  and  Collector,  a  list  of  all  such  lands,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  this  expensive  evil  will  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  practical  working  of  the  law,  regarding  the  collection  of 
taxes,  particularly  on  real  estate,  has  not  proven  satisfactory. 
Indeed  the  hardships  and  injustice  permiu.-  •     ;    present 

system  are  not  creditable  to  the  State,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  almost  every  State  in  the  Union  is  wrestling  with  the  same 
subject,  it  is  not  expected  to  secure  a  law  above  criticism — but 
certainly  there  is  large  room  for  improvement.  I  shall  submit 
to  the  proper  committees  of  the  Legislature  for  their  consider- 
ation such  changes  as  in  my  judgment  seem  demanded  by  the 
defects  in  the  present  system. 

TAX    DEEDS. 

Section  5,  Chapter  3855,  Laws  of  Florida,  provides  the  means 
of  securing  a  deed  of  release  from  the  holder  of  a  tax  deed, 
that  may  have  been  issued  on  lands  upon  which  the  taxes  had 
been  paid.  The  remedy,  however,  is  not  efficient,  as  frequently 
parties  holding  such  deeds  refuse  to  make  deeds  of  release. 

The  owner,  who  has  regularly  paid  his  taxes,  in  such  cases 
is  compelled  to  go  to  the  expense  of  a  judicial  determination 
to  relieve  his  partially  clouded  title.  This  is  a  hardship.  I 
respectfully  submit  that  there  should  be  provided  some  prompt 
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and  inexpensive  method  of  cancelling  any  tax  deed  issued  for 
lands  upon  which  the  taxes  have  been  paid. 

BANKS. 

The  Act  for  the  Incorporation  of  Banking  Associations 
(Chapter  3864,  Laws  of  Florida)  places  grave  responsibilities 
upon  the  Comptroller,  but  furnishes  no  means  by  which  that 
officer  can  enquire  into  the  condition  of  such  Associations. 
As  the  law  authorizes  Tax  Collectors,  County  Treasurers  and 
other  County  and  Municipal  officers,  as  well  as  Administrators, 
Executors,  Trustees  or  Guardians,  to  deposit  moneys  in  these 
Banks,  an  appropriation  should  be  made,  to  enable  the  Comp- 
troller to  employ  an  expert  for  their  examination.  I  have 
asked  for  $2,000  for  this  purpose.
